JURYMEN DECIDE 
CONNIE FRANKLIN 
IS STILL LIVING 


Verdict Follows Night 
_ and Day of Deliberation; 
_ Two of Quartet Held for 
Assault. 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Ark., Dee. 19. 
(/P)—Four mountain farmers late to- 
day were acquitted of the murder of 
/a man who appeared as a defense 
| Witness at their trial and _ testified 
/he was the Connie Franklin they had 
been indicted for slaying. 

Herman Greenway, Bill Younger, 
Joe White and Hubert Hester, who 
for a month have been held in sep- 
arate jails in adjoining counties, re- 
turned to their homes in the St. 
James mountain community tonight 
after a jury decided they were not 
guilty of the mutilation and murder 
of Connie Franklin last spring. 

Hester and Greenway, however, 
were put under $2,500 bond on 
charges of attacking Franklin's for- 
mer sweetheart, 17-year-old ‘Tillar 
Ruminer, on the same night the slay- 
ing was said to have taken place. 

It was the story of Tillar, who 
told a grand jury she had seen the 
mutilation and had been told of the 
murder, that brought about the in- 
dictment of the men, 

The girl told county officers she 
and Franklin had been on their way 
to a justice of the peace to be mar- 
ried, and. were stopped by the men 
on a lonely mountain road. Frank- 
lin, she said, had been mutilated and 
she had been attackd., 

Just before she was taken from the 
seene, she told the grand jury, she 
eard Franklin moaning “you've 
_killed me.” ‘Tillar said that on the 
| following day one of the men in the 
party had told her that Franklin had 


en thrown on a brush pile and 
burned alive. 

She kept silent for several months 
under threat of death, she said, but 
several weeks ago she went to the 
sheriff and told of the affair. The 
indic tments followed, 

Two weeks ago, while defense and 
prosecution attorneys were planning 
for the murder trial, a sensation de- 
veloped when it was announced that 
Franklin had been found alive in a 
neighboring community, and would re- 
turn to Mountain View.

It won approval on the second read- 
ing of the bill in the house of com- 
mons by a vote of 281 to 273. 

The margin of victory was so small 
and the concessions offered by Pre- 
mier J. Ramsay MacDonald to make 
the bill appeal to the liberals were so 
ereat that the bill was regarded as 
virtually dead or facing certain death 
in committee 

An atmosphere of greatest tension 
marked the debate and the voting. 
The conservatives had moved for re- 


liberal leader, declared it “incredibly 
bad, containing the worst features of 
socialism and individualism without 
the redeeming features of either.” 

It was a daring speech. It indi- 
cated that the liberals were ready to 
rise or fall—risk their chances in a 
general election, if necessary—on their 
opposition to proposals they insisted 
would place a heavy burden on con- 
sumers. It marked the end of liberal 
¢o-operation with the laborites on an 
issue affecting millions of Britons. 

Winston Churchil, former conserva- 
tive chancellor of the exchequer, also 
made a bitter attack on the bill. 

Premier MacDonald, foreseeing pos- 
sible defeat of his cabinet on the eve 
of the five-power naval conference, 
made a conciliatory response. He 
traced the three principal proposals 
of the bill—a 7 1-2-hour day for min- 
ers; national marketing schemes: an 
industrial board to regulate wages and 
working conditions. 

He offered to remodel the propos- 
als and outlined an almost limitless 
scope of improvements. 

Examination of the ballots showed 
that there were sufficient abstainers 
| among the liberals to account for the 


laborites winning. Only two of the 43 
| liberals in the house voted with the 
| cabinet. The total liberal membership | 
is 58. The eight independents split | 
evenly, four to four. 

The cabinet vote was made up of |. 
275 laborites, 4 independents and 2 | 
liberals. The anti-government vote) 
was made up of 228 conservatives, 41) 
liberals and 4 independents.

Borne on the wings of a gale whieh 
had its origin in the ice-bound re- 
gions of the northwest and accompa- 
nied by the first flurries of snow seen 
here in months, the third cold wave of 
the season struck Atlanta and the en- 
tire southeast Thursday. It sent the 
mercury in the official thermometer 
scurrying to the lower depths where 
it will find a stopping point at the 
10-degree mark or possibly lower this 
morning, according to the official 
forecast of C, F. von Herrmann, local 
meteorologist. 

Delayed somewhat by the retarded 
movement of a low pressure area 
which has centered in this section for 
some time, the frigid temperatures of 
Thursday morning were not quite as 
frigid as expected, when a low of 
27 was registered. The decline of the 
mercury, however, continued steadily 
from that point, averaging about one 
degree an hour up to 3 o'clock, when 
the mercury continued to register 20 
for many hours. The official reading

Bodies of Woman and Lover 
' Found in Apartment 
by Police. 


WESTERLY, R. I., Dec. 19.—(4)— 
While her four small children slept 
in a nearby room, Mrs. Edith Stew- 
art, a 35-year-old widow, went to her 
death here today in a suicide pact with 
George Shippee, 40, of Pawtucket. 

Police, who broke into the woman's 
apartment, found the two bodies ly- 
ing across a bed. In Shippee’s hand 
was clutched a revolver from which 
five shots had been fired, and in his 
pocket was a note, jointly signed, 
which read: “This is a suicide pact.”

Seek to Impress Senators. 

A plan to send senators to Cuba 
also was disclosed today by the com- 
mittee. It came to light in a letter 
Gladys Moon Jones, of the United 
States Sugar tion, wrote to 
George B. Francis, law partner of 
Shattuck. The letter said: 


“I suggest that you hold your 
plans for sending senators to Cuba 
until I submit today’s developments 
on that situation.” 

(Questioned about the letter, Shat- 
tuck explained that Mrs. Jones had 
suggested that if some of the senators 
“could be induced to go to Cuba and 
see the situation there it would be 
advisable to do so.” 

He added that it “was a very em- 
bryonic plan” and he did not think it 
“got very far.” He said he did not 
know what senators were to go to 
Cuba. 

Shattuck denied that he had at- 
tempted to solicit any contributions 
in Cuba. Senator Walsh, democrat, 
Montana, then produced a letter from 
Junior Owens, secretary of the Amer- 
ican Bottlers of Carbonated Bever- 
ages, to Charles V. Rainwater, of At- 
lanta, which said: 

“Mr. Francis, who is associated 
with a law firm with Mr. Shattuck, 
was in to see me last Thursday morn- 
ing. He informed me confidentially 
that Mr. Shattuck has been in Cuba 
and has been successfully raising 
money to carry on the campaign.” 

Legal Work, Not Lobbying. 

“[ never solicited one cent in Cuba 
or any other place, sir!” Shattuck ex- 
claimed, 

*Ilow did Mr. Francis come to make 
that statement?’ Walsh inquired. 

“f don’t know,” Shattuck replied. 

The witness also was questioned at 
length concerning his employment by 
Lakin and he insisted it was mostly 
legal work and not “lobbying.” 

Tomorrow the committee plans to 
question W. L. Petriken, of Denver, 
prepident of the Great Western Sugar 
Company, and Mrs. Jones and Owens. 
{t will then adjourn aver the Christ- 
mas holidays. 


Most of the testimony today dealt 
with Shattuck’s relations with Presi- 
(ent Hoover and he maintained 
throughout the hearing that he “made 
no chim other than I hope I have 
his friendship.” 

(QJuestioned about a number of state- 
ments already placed in the record 
that he had been in conference with 
President Hoover on the sliding scale 
sugar tariff proposal, Shattuck re- 
plied: 

“It is ineorrect, sir. It is incor- 
rect. But I don’t want to have it 
misunderstood. I have discussed with 
Mr. Newton questions pertaining to 
the sliding scale and he has discussed 
them, I always understood, with the 
interested sugar people, not only the 
Cubans, but the beets and others, and 
I have been asked by Mr. Newton to 
discuss it with him, but not with Mr. 
Hoover.” 

Sent Newton Statistics. 

Senator Robinson, republican, In- 
diana, asked: “You didn’t under- 
stand, did you, that Mr. Newton at 
any time, acting for the president was 
giving you directions on what to do 
in connection with this lobbying ac- 
tivity?’ 

“I did not, sir,” Shattuck replied.

“What was this data that you sent 
to Mr. Newton?” Walsh inquired. 
Shattuck said it consisted of reports 
prepared by a statistician pertaining 
to production, prices and profits of 
waiian sugar.

Knew Nothing of Letters. 


“Now you know, do you not, Mr. 
Shattuck,” Senator Walsh inquired, 
“that Mr. Lakin at least was count- 
ing very heavily upoh your influence 
with the president?’’ 

“T would not want to say so,’ Shat- 
tuck said. “I remember his letters 
and testimony. You appreciate I want 
to be fair to Mr. Lakin and everybody 
else. I do not think he was counting 
so much on my influence.’ | 

Shattuck was asked if he knew 
Lakin had sent out letters referring 
to his friendship with Hoover. 

“I did not,” he replied. 

“That he was writing to the presi- 
dent of Cuba \and others?” 

“No, sir, I did not.’ 

“About your influence 
president ?” 

“No, sir, I did not.”’ 

The statement also sai@: that Shat- 
tuck informed Hoover of his connec- 
tion with Lakin before Hoover became 
president. He added that it was “not 
to obtain his approval of an important 
legal engagement but to inform him 
of what my connection was so there 
would be no misunderstanding.” 


Pleasant Hoover Relations. | 


“T told him,” Shattuck testified to- 
day, “that I was engaged by the 
Cuban sugar interests, the American 
sizar interests. and that I was go- 
ing to try and work out some eco- 
nomic plan to see if I couldn't help 
through co-operative methods to try 
to solve this problem.” 


“Why did you see Mr. Hoover about 
at all?’ Senator Robinson asked. 
“Why. I saw Mr. Hoover as I usual- 
ly dO. I usually call on Mr. Hoover 
when I am in the vicinity,” Shattuck 
said. 

Explaining his past associations 
with the president, the witness said: 

“They have been like any other 
friend’s have been I suppose, and I 
have had also a good deal of public 
work with him and a good deal of 
charitable work. I have at times ad- 
vised Mr. Hoover professionally, not 
in any important way.” 

Later he added: “My relations with 
Mr. Hoover have been very pleasant. 
I recall them with the greatest satis- 
faction. I have labored with him in 
all these activities of which I have 
spoken. I make no claim other than 
that I hope I have his friendship.” 

The committee today also placed 
in the record a balance sheet of the 
General Sugar Corporation and sub- 
sidiaries, which was promised by Gor- 
don S. Rentschler, president of the 
National Citv Bank of New York,

Crowder is to be called before the 
lobby investigating committee which 
was informed of the allegations yes- 
terday through letters of Herbert C. 
Lakin, president of the Cuba Com- 
pany, who testified previously that 
Crowder was working with him in the 
interest of a Jower sugar tariff. 

The retired army officer had 
learned, aceording to one of Lakin’s 
letters, that plans of the general staff 
“provide that in case of war any at- 
tempt to keep a traffic lane open be- 
tween the Philippines and the United 
States would be promptly abandoned.” 

In another letter, Lakin described 
this information as a “wonderful ar- 
gument.” He revealed he planned ta 
use it in his campaign to bring about 
a limitation of the amount of duty 
free sugar which could be imported 
from thea Philippines. 

Crowder came here to work for a 
lower sugar tariff at the instance of 
Lakin, who paid his expenses accord- 
ing to previous testimony.

Ralph Foster, 20, was shot to death 
here today by his cousin, Ellis Hud- 
dleston, 26, as he attempted to force 
his way into the Huddleston home, 
armed with a shotgun and threaten- 
ing to “kill the whole family.’’ 

According to a statement by Hud- 
dleston to W. Adams, Fayette 
county sheriff, Foster was a visitor at 
the home an hour prior to the shoot- 
ing and became enraged because he 
had been reprimanded for playing too 
roughly with Huddleston’s infant 
daughter. 

“He was drinking,’ Huddleston 
said, “and I was afraid he might ‘hurt 
the child. When he left, he said he 
!was going home to get his gun, and 
would make me take back what, 1 
said, 

“Tl knew he was drunk and didn’t 
want any trouble, so I locked ‘the 
front door after he had gone. About 
an hour later, he returned, and was 
carrying a double-barrelled shotgun. 
When I refused to open the door, he 
said that he'd kill the whole family 
when he did get in. 

“He started battering the door, and 
fearful that he might harm my wife 
and baby, I went into an adjoining 
room and got my shotgun. When I 
returned, one of the hinges on the 
door had been broken and Foster had 
effected an opening. When I saw he 
had his gun levelled to shoot, I fired.” 

The charge of shot entered Foster's 
chest and he died instantly. 

No charges have been 
against Huddleston.

Colonel George F. Chandler, declaring 
in his report on the Auburn riot of 
last Wednesday that “a_ veritable 
reign of terror has obtained in this 
prison through the machinations of 
the criminals in control of the Mu- 
tual Welfare League,’ has recom- 
mended to Governor Roosevelt the 
abolishment of that organization. 

The report, made public tonight by 
Governor Roosevelt, also recommended 
the employment of at least 50 more 
guards, immediate relief of  over- 
crowding, segregation of incorrigible 
prisoners, withdrawal of special priv- 
ileges, increase of allowance for pris- 
on food, and employment of a suffi- 
cient civilian staff to handle lines of 
communication from the institution 
to the outside world. 

This report, submitted by Colonel 
Chandler to the executive last night, 
was based on an intensive investiga- 
tion by the organizer of the state po- 
lice into all circumstances attending 
the outbreak at the Auburn institu- 
tion, at the request of Governor 
Roosevelt. 

Cells at Auburn were described by 
the colonel as “antiquated, damp, 
dark and cold,” and as “simply files 
in which human beings are stored 
away.” 

Prisoners, there, he asserted, “are 
poorly and inadequately clothed.” 

“Since the riot in July there has 
been a great feeling of unrest in the 
prison,” he continued, “and some 
desperate characters have obtained 


have held responsible positions in the 
league.

Tobacco Growers 


present at the tobacco conference held 
here today under auspices of the 
Georgia College of Agriculture. 

The main address was by Dr. An-. 
drew M. Soule, president of the State 
College of Agriculture, who empha- 
sized the need for a co-operative mar- 
ket for tobacco farmers. Dr. Soule 
told his interested listeners that North 
Carolina, Virginia and South Caro- 
lina were taking advantage of the 
co-operative marketing system and 
were going to reap benefits under the 
provisions of the farm loan act, and 
unless Georgia growers of tobacco did 
the same they would be left out in the 
cold. These states, he said, sell their 
own tobacco, Georgia should sell hers. 

He pointed out how a smaller crop 
of tobacco of a better grade of weed 
had been of far greater advantage to 
the farmer than a large crop of in- 
ferior grade. The future of tobacco 
in Georgia, he said, was excellent. It 
needed systematic and intelligent ap- 
plication on the part of the farmers 
and the experts to bring the Georgia 
grade to the highest point and to profit 
by the experience of other tobacco 
growing states, as well as being re- 
sourceful in planting, gathering and 
marketing crops. 

Professor E. C. Westbrook, tobacco 
specialist of the State College of Ag- 
riculture, led the round table discus- 
sion. S. H. Starr, of the Georgia 
Coastal Plain Experiment station, pre- 
sided. 

The round table discussion devel- 
oped the fact, among other things, 
that tobacco growers in this section 
are not ready for the grading and the 
tying process of marketing. 

Two specialists, Dr. John M. Fain, 
professor of astronomy at the State 
college and J. M. Carr, tobacco ex- 
pert co-operating with the United 
States department of agriculture, dis- 
cussed scientific methods of interest 
to growers of Georgia bright leaf to- 
bacco. 

Dr. Soule’s analysis of the situation 
by mathematical illustrations was of 
marked interest to the large number 
of farmers present. He showed that 
Georgia tobacco growers during 1929 
had obtained seven million dollars 
more for their crop than in 1928, al- 
though the 1928 crop was larger in 
size. The difference in price was due

the broadest sense, to have no bias 
whatever, whether political, religious 
or economic; to be as adequate as was 


humanly possible and to be compre- 
hensive within the limits of decency ; 
a news service whose sole mission was 
to supply its members, and its mem- 
bers alone, with news—not views; a 
a news service that would not consti- 
tute itself judge or jury, prosecuting 
attorneys or counse] for the defense, 
but content itself with acting as an 
impartial reporter. 

“This determination was based on 
the belief of its founders that’ the 
prosperity of their newspapers and, 
indeed, the safety of the republic it- 
self, is founded on an undefiled’ news 
service and their unwillingness to en- 
trust such a terrifying power to any 
private group.”

Circuit Judge Robles Holds 
“Certificate” Plan

TAMPA, Fla., Dec. 19.—(#)—Cir- 
cuit Court Judge F. N. Robles today 
held unconstitutional the 1923 “cer- 
tificate” paving act of the legislature 
under which $4,112,000 worth of 
street paving has been laid‘in Hills- 


Paving certificates, under the law, 


are based on assessments against prop- 
erty abutting the paving. . 

Judge Robles’ decision was in a 
suit of the National City Bank of 
Tampa against the Temple Terrace 
Assets Company to enforce collection 
on $2,500 worth of certificates for 
paving in Temple Terrace, a suburban 
development here. 

Judge Robles, sustaining a demur- 
rer filed by thd Assets company to 
the bank’s bill of complaint in fore- 
closure action, declared that, although 
legislatures of 1925 and 1927 attempt- 
ed to validate all proceedings under 
the act, embracing the issuance of 
certificates, the attempt was of no 
force and effect because of constitu- 
tional defects of the original act. 

“The legislature,’ said Judge 
Robles, “by a mere act of validation 
cannot legalize any proceedings under 
a statute that was unconstitutional 
and invalid in the beginning.” 

An appeal probably will be taken 
from the decision to the supreme 
court, and a decision of that court 
upholding the lower court would have 
the effect, attorneys here said, of in- 


validating all certificates issued under 
the act.

THE “BAD” MONTHS. 

With the advent of the second 
cold spell of the year, marking defi- 
nitely our entrance into real win- 
ter, it behooves all to seriously con- 
sider the protection of our health 


during the next three months. 

In the December issue of ‘‘How 
to Live,” the monthly journal of 
health and hygiene published by the 
Life Extension Institute of New 
York, significant figures are pre- 
sented bearing on the mortality rate 
during the various months of the 
year. These figures show that the 
death date during January, February 
and March runs all the way from 
20 to 40 per cent higher than for 
other: months of the year. 

And since the principal diseases 
which cause this swelling vf the 
death lists during these first three 
months of the year are pneumonia, 
influenza and tuberculosis, it follows 
that with proper care of the health 
this tremendous loss to the nation 
could be sharply reduced. The very 
fact that these three months are the 
most trying on the organic system, 
calling for the greatest resistance, 
is the best reason why unnecessary 
exposure should be avoided and the 
system generally be built up. 

Overstrain, exposure, loss of sleep 
and unhygienic habits of all kinds 
should be avoided during these 
months.

BATTLING WITH THE ODOR OF 

OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. | 

- The superintendent of schools writes 
from a town in a near-by state: 

A few years’ experience in buy- 
ing janitor’s supplies for schools 
has convinced me that there is a 
wide field for graft and that the 
opportunity has not been wasted. 
In the matter of disinfectants and 
deodorants, for example, we have 
aromatic blocks, pine oil disinfect- 
ants and, finally, the salesman 
who would have you pay $2 to $4 
a gallon for a formaldehyde so- 
lution whose water content he 
does not profess to know. [I have 
paid exorbitant prices for clean- 
ers with catchy trade names only 
to learn that I might have bought 
the same thing at a reasonable 
price under its common commer- 
cial name. Can you tell me what 
may be used as a clean, cheap, 
effective deodorant in school toi- 
lets. What is your opinion of 
the use of sprays in schoolrooms 
as a preventive of disease? 

If disinfectants, deodorants or 
cleansers must be purchased for use 
in the schools, why should not the 
chemistry and physies department of 
the schools advise what should be 
used? Are our publie schools so poor- 
ly manned that the head of the chem- 
istry department can't give expert ad- 
vice about such a thing? Is the teach- 
ing of physics in the school system 
so abstruse and unpractical that the 
head of the physics department is un- 
able to tell the purchasing agent what 
materials are best for cleansers? What 
earthly use is it to require a boy or 
girl to take a course in physics and 
a course in chemistry, as every school] 
should require, and carefully avoid 
teaching the pupil anything about the 
physics and chemistry in his or her 
The great weakness in 
these science courses in our public 
schools is that the science teachers 
are too darned interested in mathemat- 
ics. A reasonable amount of mathe- 
matics may be good for a pupil, but 
when the mathematics department 
gets through with him it is regret- 
table that the physics or chemistry 
departments should feel in duty bound 
to rub some more mathematics into 
the luckless pupil. Undoubtedly this 
obsession of pedagogues turns many & 
! promising youth away from science, 
to the world’s loss. 

The graft the superintendent has 
the temerity to imply is there, all 
right. Maybe the grafters who make 
a fat thing out of it would call it le- 
gitimate graft. Like the famous Tam- 
many politician who boasted of his 
grafting exploits but always insisted 
it was legitimate graft; and the gov- 
ernor who was recently tried for brib- 
ery—he merely sold a few hundred 
“sample” texthooks some generous 
publisher hoped to introduce in the 
schools.

WORST BLIZZARD 
HITS MID-WEST. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—(/)—Snow- 
bound by the worst blizzard in a 
decade, the middle west poked a ting- 
ling red nose outdoors somewhat hesi- 
tantly today, buttoned up its overcoat 
and tried to get to work. Success of 
a sort was gained, but not without 
galoshes, snow plows, double-header 
trains, wrecking crews, skid chains 
and numerous other accessories. 

The snowfall itself was the heaviest 
since 1918, the government weather 
bureau here reporting it measured 
more than 14 inches. Added to this 
was the driving wind which piled it 
high in drifts, demoralizing all trans- 
portation. Trains crept along hiddeg 
tracks, running anywhere from 2 to 
12 hours late. Street cars, if run- 
ning at all, had no semblance of a 
schedule. Bus companies made little 
effort to operate those of its busi- 
ness not 
highways dotted with motorists whose 
cars were deep in drifts. None of 
the air lines operating out of Chicago 
endeavored to maintain service with 
the exception of the Northwest Air- 
ways, which kept up two mail planes 
between Chicago and St. Paul. Both 
— bucked the storm without inci- 
ent. 

Lake Michigan, aroused to fury by 
the gale, lashed violently along the 
shore lines, and tore loose a ‘4, 
ton steamer from its mooring in Chi- 
cago. The big vessel, measuring 400 
feet, was whipped about like a bot- 
tle, crashing against other boats, pil- 
ings, and wharves for nine hours, be- 
fore coast guardsmen succeeded in re- 
docking it. 

While the 36-hour snowfall has end- 
ed, except for a few flurries, the cold 
and wind have not subsided. More 
thah a score of deaths over the mid- 
west have been attributed indirectly 
to the storm. Several persons were 
frozen to death. 

Many of the smaller towns in rural 
districts were completely snowbound, 
cut off from transportation and in 
some instances even communication. 

In Chicago alone, the city and 
transportation companies employed 
nearly 10,000 extra workers to clear 
paths through the streets. : 

Twenty-nine passengers—including 
eight women, a three-year-old girl and 


a pmeumonia victim—were ma 
in a St. Louis-bound bus on the out- 
skirts of Chicago. When the bus be 
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already snowbound alongs 
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came too cold for them to remain 
longer, they pushed through two miles 
of snow-covered road to a restaurant, 
where they spent the night.

The mercury touched 32 degrees 
below zero in Montana, and _ sub-zero 
readings were general in Wyoming, 
Colorado, Kansas, Missouri and por- 
tions of Oklahoma, 

Snow drifted as high as four feet 
in southeastern Missouri and four to 
six inches blanketed the entire state, 
virtually tying up highway traffic. 

The Rio Grande valley of Texas 
passed through a freezing night with- 
out damage to truck gardens and cit- 
rus crops but some apprehension was 
felt with a heavy frost predicted for 
tonight again. 


FOR CONTINUES 
TO HOLD SHIPS. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—(4)—Ship- 
ping was at a standstill in the New 
York harbor today as the heavy cur- 


tain of fog, which was blamed for the 
collision of two ships in the lower bay 
yesterday, continued to hold the coast- 
line in its grip. 

Fifty vessels were fog-bound, un- 
able to leave or enter the harbor. | 

The Clyde liner Algonquin, which 
rammed and sank the Bermuda-bound 
Fort Victoria without loss of life late 
yesterday, still was anchored near 
Ambrose lightship, unable to pene- 
trate the dense mist back to her pier. 
The Algonquin’s commander reported 
to his offices here that his passengers 
were comfortable and that he would 
not venture up the harbor until the 
weather cleared. 

Only two vessels left the bay to- 
day, the dominion liner Madison with 
27 passengers bound for Norfolk, and 
the pilot boat New York, returning 
to her position at the harbor entrance 
after aiding in the rescue of the Fort 
Victoria’s passengers and crew. No 
ships have been reported arriving at 


hours. 

Eleven outbound ships, includin 
two trans-Atlantic liners, remaine 
at their piers. The Hellig Olav was 
scheduled to leave at 11 a. m. for 
Copenhagen with 104 passengers but 
it was still at its pier tonight. The 
liner’s gangplanks were pulled in and 
technically, for seapost mail purposes, 
it had sailed on scheduled time. 

More than 20 inbound passenger 
ships anchored outside of the harbor, 
including the trans-Atlantic liners Ar- 
cadian, Araguaya, Albertic, Lancas- 
tria, Franconia, Lituania, Minnewas- 
ka and American Shipper. The others 
were coastwise vessels and steamers 
engaged in the West Indies trade. Be- 
sides there were more than 30 freight- 
ers fozbound. 

As a safeguard to navigation a boat 
of the United States lighthouse serv- 
ice and a salvage tug placed buoys 
around the spot where the Fort Vic- 
toria went down. The sunken liner 
was found only after hours of grop- 
ing in th: fog. The wreck is in about 
60 feet of water and if found too ex- 
pensive to raise, her hull will be blown 
up to clear the obstruction from the 
channel.

“TAX COLLECTION EASY 


Foresees No Difficulty If 
Boykin Law Is Held 


Constitutional. 


No difficulties of administration in 
the collection of revenues under the 
Boykin income tax law would follow 
in the event the Georgia supreme court 
held the act constitutional, R. G Ner- 
man, state tax commissioner, declared 
in a statement Thursday. 

_The statement, which was issued 
by Mr. Norman to relieve possible 
publie doubt on the point, explained 
that the form of returns, exemptions, 
etc., would be the same in the federal 
and state taxes, but that different 
tax rates would be applied in the two 
cases. 

In the statement Mr. Norman re- 
frained from expressing any opinion 
on the constitutionality of the act, 
which is now before the supreme 
court. The cases attacking it, which 
were tried recently in the Fulton 
superior court, were filed with the su- 
preme court Thutsday and are on 
docket for the week of January 20. 
a Nornian’s statement follows in 
} full: 

“There has been considerable com- 
ment in the press as to the effect of 
the one-year reduction in the tederal 
income tax upon the administration of 
the state income tax. 

“If the supreme court upholds the 
constitutionality of the Boykin bill 
und construes that act as adopting 
the federai law and the federal rate 
as it existed at the date of the passage 
|of the state measure, this would in- 
_ Volve no administration difficulties 
! and create little if any confusion in 

the mind of the taxpayer. 

“The state income tax law requires 
jthat the return filed with the state 
| tax commissioner shall furnish the 
|} Same information as is contained in 
| the taxpayer's federal return, Several 
;inecone tax states require the filing 
‘of a duplicate federal return. Others 
lrequire a return in many respects 
similar to the federal return. The 
object of these returns is to secure 
the information necessary to ascertain 
the taxable net income, 

“The reduction in the federal tax 
makes no change in exemptions or in 
surtaxes. The only change is in the 
normal rate upon corporations and 1n- 
dividuals. One-third of the tax payable 
to the United States before the recent 
change is readily and easily ascer- 
tainable. The tax upon a corporation 
would be a flat rate of 4 per cent. 
The normal tax in the case of indi- 
viduals would be one-half of 1 per cent 
on the first $4,000; 1 per cent on the 
second $4,000. and 1 2-3 per cent 
on all taxable income in excess of 
$8,000.”

Animal Psychology Plant 


NOTED PROFESSOR TO HAVE LIZARDS SASS a 
Ss 


To Test Reaction of Min 


BY IRA WOLFERT. 

NEW YORK, Wee. 19.—(North 
American Newspap*r Alliance. )—How 
complex are the nervous reactions of 
animals to their surrounding world? 

Just now this is among the major 
mysteries of animal life, but Colum- 
bia University is going to make a 
determined effort to ferret out the 
truth, Dr. C. J. Warden, eminent 
psychologist, has received nine rooms 
in the new physics building on Morn- 
ingside Heights and a large appropri- 
ation to set up the biggest and best 
equipped animal psychology labora- 
tory in the world. 

In the laboratory will be housed ev- 
ery animal from the ape down the bio- 
logical ladder to but not including 
fish. While rats will get a chance to 
but a 
fat cousin of theirs. sizards 
will sass baboons and dogs will sing 
bass to Persian cats‘ alto frenzies. 

Later on, life in the laboratory may 
yecome more complicated when para- 
keets, sparrows, finches, love-birds, 
fantails, pouters and scarlet-crested 
tanagers are given space to air their 
windy nonsense. 

It is now generally conceded by psy- 
chologists that animals do think, but 
what they think about\and how much 
they think and how well they think is 
still. buried in profound obscurity. 

What, for instance, goes on between 
the furred ears of a steam whistle- 
voiced Tabby as it expresses its soul 
in a backyard tone poem? Is it the 
moon it wants, because the moon looks 
like a good ball to hit? Is it trying 
to put into the song its reflections on 
the modern girl or the noise of a great 
city? Is it entering its vote against 
long skirts? 

And what does a guinea pig think 
about birth control or does it think 
about it? 

An what pops into a mouse’s head 
when the trap closes shut? 

It is going to take a lot of money 
to discover the answers to these ques- 
tions. New machines will have to be 


invented, new tests and new measuring 
devices. yr. Warden said one ma-

Real Work to Be Done. 

A beginning on the problem of the 
complexity of animal minds has al- 
ready been made, but the real work 
is going to be done in the spring when 
the new contraptions are ready. 

Dr. Warden has already spent two 
years trying to find out the effect of 


hunger on the rat mind. He did this 


by running a hundred rats through a 
complicated labyrinth filled with blind 
alleys or culs de sac. The labyrinth, 
known technically as a maze, is so 
complex it would take the human 
mind considerable time to fathom a 
way through it. 


It seems impossible that rats could 
find their way out once in it, but 
they did after a few months of re 
peated instruction, and eventually got 
it down so well they never made a 
mistake. 

These rats are now quite busy citi- 
zens of Manhattan. An _ ability to 
penetrate labyrinths successfully is 
nothing to be sneezed at, as anyone 
knows who bas tried to catch a train 
by running through small and unfa- 
miliar streets. 

Dr. Warden found that food made 
little difference in a rat's intelligence 
beyond the fact that it is more active 
when hungry. He found further that 
rats have well developed memories. 
For instance, he used to run half the 
rats through maze at night. He 
would come to the cage in which they 
were kept and flash a light suddenly 
on the sleeping animals. 

Cat and Button. 

He has also put kittens into a wire 
cage divided in half. In one com- 
partment was a tempting saucer of 
cream. In the other a hungry kitten. 
In order to get to the cream a sliding 
door had- to be opened and the only 
way to open it was to step on a lit- 
tle button set in the floor of the 
kitten’s half of the cage. 

After a short time the kitten learned 
this and then four buttons, all alike, 
were set in the floor, but only one of 
the buttons opened the door. If 
the kitten stepped on any of the others 
it would get a slight electric shock. 

Some kittens never could solve this 
bewildering mystery. Others learned 
quite readily. 

But the trouble with these methods, 
according to the doctor, is they all 
work backwards. That is, the actual 
resulting behavior is first observed and 
then the psychologist tries to work 
back into the beginnings of the beha- 
yior. 

The beginnings of the behavior, of 
course, are the ideas which motivate 
it. Dr. Warden is now busy trying to 
design machines that will study the 
senses which formulate the ideas. 

So, when Rover makes mince of 
dad's new shirt there really is some- 
thing going on behind those beady lit- 
tle eyes of his, but what it is we’ll 
have to wait until the doctor finds 
out.

POPE ASKS INTEREST 
IN CHURCH ACTIVITIES 


Encyclical Urges Silence, 
Contemplation, Prayer 
for Laity. 


VATICAN CITY, Dec. 19.—(/)— 
Pope Pius in an encyclical made pub- 
lic today urged the laity of the Ro- 
man Catholf church to make frequent 
retreats for silence, contemplation and 
prayer, and to participate more gen- 
erally in church activities. 

The pope, who recently emerged 
from a week’s retreat ia -connection 
with the jubilee of his priesthood, 
said that the spiritual exercises of 
retreat constituted “a remarkable 
school in which the mind learns to 
reflect, the will strengthens itself and 
the passions are dominated. Activity 
receives a direction, rule and effica- 
cious impulse, and the whole soul rises 
to its natal nobility and grandeur.” 

He said that retreats might last for 
several days or even entire months 
but should not be too restricted. He 
preferred that they be carried out in 
private because complete isolation per- 
mitted the soul to reflect upon itself 
and upon God. 

The pontiff condemned “that con- 
tinual and feverish pursuit of extern- 
als, that immoderate appetite for 
riches and pleasures, which little by 


little weaken in the soul all the no- |: 


blest ideals. 
“The greatest malady of the modern 
age, the principal source of the evils 


we all deplore, is the lack of reflec- : 


tion,’’ he said. 

The pope recommended the system 
of St. Ignatius, of Loyola, for re- 
treats, saying that his book on the 
subject constituted the wisest and 
most universal code for the govern- 
ment of the soul. He hoped that re- 
treats would be practiced by individ- 
uals every two or three months and 
hoped to see them regularly instituted 
everywhere. 

He said that he was never tired, 


and never would be, of promoting and 
recommending lay organizations such 
as “Catholic action” in Italy. He re- 
f to the Azione Cattolica, an or- 
ganization that has for its purpose an 
active participation by the laity in 
the affairs of the apostolic hierarchy.

On December 10 the 
company’s last annual balance sheet, 
as of December 31, 1928, listed total 
assets of $60,513,769. Plant and ma- 
chinery was carried at $21,420,425, 
currents assets, most of which was 
in receivables and _ inventories, at 
$20,373,815, and patents, ‘trademarks 
and goodwill at $17,182,437. 

International Combustion is one of 
the world’s leading enterprises in the 
manufacture of automatic stokers, 
pulverized fuel burners, furnaces, 
boilers, steam generators and other 
power generating equipment.

FLORIDA TELEPHONE 


RATES ARE SLICED 


Railroad Commission Gives 
Approval to Voluntary 
Decrease. 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Dec. 19.— 
()—Approval of a proposed decrease 
in telephone rates by the Southern 
Bell Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany was given today by the Florida 
railroad commission. 

At the same time the commission 
cancelled a hearing set for Jackson- 
ville, January 24, to consider the ap- 

lication of the telephone company 
or permission to decrease the rates. 

The new rates, effective January 1, 
will include reductions in practically 
all rates for distances over 168 miles, 
the decreases ranging from 5 cents at 
168 miles to 60 cents at 325 miles 
and $1.05 at 475 miles on day station- 
to-station rates. 

_ There will be corresponding reduc- 
tions made in the rates fer person-to- 
person, evening and night calls and 
report charges, and for distances up 
to 168 miles there will be no change 
in any initial rate, except for a few 
d-cent decreases in report charges. 

The reductions will also be made at 
practically all “hauls” in the overtime 
charge on person-to-person messages, 
including appointments and messen- 
ger calls, or over 10 minutes’ duration. 
On such messages the overtime min- 
utes in excess of seven will be charged 
for at the overtime minute rate of the 
corresponding day station-to-station 
rates, resulting, it was stated, in sub- 
stantial decreases in the charges. for 
person-to-person messages of long con- 
versation. é

AILLS WIFE IN HOSPITAL

Reaches Chicago University 


LOST LAST MAY

CHICAGO, Dec. 19. — (United 


| News.)—A huge stone bull from the 
‘land of the Bulbuls has just about 


bulled up the plans of a distinguished 
group of Chicago archeologists, 

It’s an excellent bull, a 40-tan gran- 
ite animal that old Sargon II had 
¢arved to guard his gate in Assyria, 
way back in 1800 B. C. 

Everybody admits that. ‘But. the 
question of what to do with Sargon’s 
granite bull is perplexing, now that it 
is in Chicage. 

Reasons for bringing the gigantic 
stone animal here from its last resting 
place in the Assyrian sands were 
nebulous.

In non-title encounters Morgan has 
been defeated on more than a dozen 
occasions. Morgan, however, is ac- 
cepted as a real champion among the 
130-pounders because many of the ¢e-

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‘Christmas Spirit’ Lacking 
In Dull and Heavy Market

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—(4)—Stock 
prices drifted steadily lower in to- 
day’s Curb market under a moderate 


volume of offerings. More than a 
score of issues sagged to new low lev- 
els for the year but many of them 
were what Wall Street terms “cats 
and dogs,” which were sold presum- 


pably to establish income tax losses. 


Some tax selling was apparent in the 
higher priced issues, particularly in 
the public utility and investment 
trust groups. 

Failure of the market te develop 
the “Christmas spirit,” which many 
traders had hoped for, has kept small 
investors and speculators alike on the 
sidelines while “bear” traders find 
little incentive in selling in a dull 
market. Unfavorable business and 
financial news, particularly the plac- 
ing of the International Combustion 
Engineering Corporation into receiver- 
ship, was. the chief stimulus to the 
dav’s selling. & 

The recent steady liquidation of 
Cities Service, which dropped today 
to withim 5 points of the low estab- 
lished in the break last month, has 
been a source of considerable mystery, 


as much of this stock has been sold 
on the installment plan to small in- 
vestors who are prevented from dis- 
posing of the same until the stock is 
paid for. «Electric Bond & Share 
fell’ 35-8 points to 79 1-4, closing 
just above that level. American & 
Foreign Power warrants, American 
Gas & Electric, Northern States Pow- 
er A and Standard Gas & Electric 
lost 3 to 6 1-2 poifts. 


Net declines of a point or two were 
quite common in the investment trust, 
holding and trading corporation 
croup, oils also recorded moderate de- 
clines with Gulf, Lion, Vacuum and 
Standard Oils of Indiana, Kentucky 
and Ohio losing a point or more, 
Luminum Company of America drop- 
ped 10 points and Deere & Co. rallied 
> on a few sales. Fox Theaters 
changed hands in large volume but 
again failed to follow the action of 
Fox Film in touching new low 
ground.

LEbbt SAYS BOARD 
POLICY [5 UNCHANGED 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—(4)— 
Chairman Legge said today that the 


farm boird had not altered its poli- 
cies as a result of the conferences 
held by him with Julius Barnes and 
three other grain traders and that he 
did not think Barnes intended to con- 
vey such an impression in his recent 
testimony before the senate lobby com- 
mittee, 

In a formal statement making pub- 
lic letters written to Chairman Cara- 
way, of the lobby committee, and 
William D. Butterworth, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, Legge added that the 
board had not agreed at any time to 
submit its policies to the grain trade 
before taking action as was indicated 
by Barnes to the senate committee. 

The letter to Butterworth was in 
reply to one written by the chamber 
head objecting to the farm board’s co- 
operative program if it was to be ex- 
tensive enough to “discriminate 
against other business’ enterprise.” 
Legge informed Butterworth that he 
had “rather missed what we believe 
to be the principal object of the agri- 
cultural marketing act.” 

In a press conference after the state- 
ment was issued, Legge said that 
Barnes had been called from the room 
as the matter of interest rates was be- 
ing discussed and that he had mis- 
understood, apparently, the conclusions 
reached during his absence. 

In his Ittter to Butterworth, Legge 
said the farm board was trying to 
work out a marketing system which 
would go far beyond the matter of 
Saving a fraction of a cent on a 
bushel of wheat. The marketing of 
the farmers’ produce over a longer 
period of time, he said, rather than 
within a few weeks, as has been done 
heretofore, may make a “material im- 
provement in the returns to the preo- 
ducer.” 


GARBER ATTACKS 
CHAMBER HEADS.

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DR. HINTON, INIURED 


IN AUTO CRASH, DIES 


Funeral Services Will Be 
Held This Afternoon in 


Lawrenceville. 


Injuries he received Wednesday in 
an automobile accident on the Law- 
renceville road, proved fatal to Dr. 
Chalmers Hinton, well-known Law- 
renceville physician, Dr. Hinton died 
Thursday morning at Wesley Memo- 
rial hospital, where he was taken aft- 
er the accident. 

Dr. Hinton, who remained con- 
scious until just before his death, told 
hospital authorities that he was driv- 
ing toward Atlanta, accompanied by 
his wife and a prother, Claude. He 
said he had just rounded a curve, when 
he saw a truck approaching. Although 
he gave the truck all the road he 
could, Dr. Hinton said it sideswiped 
his machine, knocking it from. the 
road. 

The crash demolished the car. Mrs. 
Hinton received a fracture of a collar 
bone, and the brother, Claude, receiy- 
ed lacerations on his head. Both were 
released from the hospital after treat- 
ment. 

Examination revealed that Dr. Hin- 
ton had three ribs broken, a thigh 
fractured and was suffering from in- 
ternal injuries. 

Dr, Hinton was a member of one 
of this section’s most influential fam- 
ilies, He was graduated from the 
University of Georgia Medical college 
at Augusta and had practiced medi- 
cine here for 17 years. He _ served 
overseas during the war and was made 
first lieutenant shortly after entering 
the service,
